Is Spending 
Quiet Day

Barry Goldwater planned a leis­ 
urely Labor Day today before 
plunging intQ the first campaign 
tour of his race for the White 
House. 
The 
Republican 
presidential 
nominee was expected to spend 
the holiday relaxing at his home 
outside Phoenix. 
No business 
was announced. 
Goldwater heads for San Diego 
tomorrow to launch a campaign 
tour up the West Coast. 
He already has issued a l^abor 
Day statement, declaring Repub­ 
lican "faith in the fundamentals 
of trade unionism" and promis­ 
ing if elected to seek automatic 
annual income tax cuts. 
The senator plans to spell out 
details of his tax cut program 
tomorrow night in an address at 
56,000-seat Dodger Stadium in 
l/)s Angeles.

State Traffic 
Toll Is Lower 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - The 
three-day Labor Day weekend 
neared an end today, and it ap­ 
peared that California’s holiday 
traffic toll would be well under 
the year ago figure. 
The latest count showed 32 
persons killed in traffic acci­ 
dents, including six in a two-car 
collision near Los Banos early 
today. 
Four persons drowned, 
but no fatal plane crashes or 
miscellaneous deaths were re­ 
ported. 
The traffic toll was well below 
the 1963 total of 59, a record for 
a Labor Day weekend. An in­ 
tensive traffic law enforcement 
campaign appeared responsible 
for the downtrend in fatalities.

NOT A FACTOR 
Humphrey, here for a Labt^ 
Day address, said he does not 
think that civil rights will be "a 
significant factor" in the com­ 
ing election. 


In remarks prepared for a 
Labor Day audience in subur­ 
ban Barberton, Humphrey said 
he fears Goldwater "would ful­ 
fill his promises to lead this na­ 
tion tail-long into the 19th cen­ 
tury." 
Humphrey cited aims held by 
the Democratic administration, 
repeating after each listing, "but 
not Sen. Goldwater." 
He said that under the Demo­ 
crats, spendable income after 
taxes has risen more than 15 
per cent in four years while 
wholesale 
prices are 
slightly 
lower. 
But he said there still are too 
many unemployed and, with the 
postwar baby crop just hitting 
the labor market, “ this, plus the 
impact of automation, requires 
us to find 300.000 jobs per month 
— as many new jobs each month 
as there are people in Akron. 
"In short," he said, "this must 
be a land of opportunity for all. 
for the word ‘opportunity* is at 
the heart of America." 


Miller, on a campaign swing 
across northern Indiana, said 
he and Republican presidential 
nominee Barry Goldwater "will 
see to it, through a series of tax 
r e d u c t i o n s , that government 
takes progressively less of the 
fruits of your labor." 
Miller’s remarks were In a 
speech prepared for delivery lo 
an audience in this industrial 
city. 
In his tax-cut p l e d g e , he 
echoed Goldwater’s p r o m i s e 
made last Saturday that a GOP 
administration would institute a 
program of annual tax cuts. 
Goldwater is expected to give 
further details of his proposal in 
a speech in Los Angeles tomor­ 
row’.

their homelands. 
Turning to tariffs, Miller said 
the J o h n s o n administration 
wanted a 50 per cent reduction 
"so more foreign-made goods 
can flood our m arkets." 
Earlier today. Miller rode in 
an American Legion parade at 
L o w e l l , lnd, a non-political 
event. 


DRAFT ATTACK 
Miller began his campaign 
swing yesterday by attacking 
Johnson on the military draft 
issue, hitting again at Sen. Hu­ 
bert H. Humphrey on the ADA 
issue and finding lime to make 
public an accounting of the fi­ 
nancial worth of himself and his 
wife. 
He distributed an accountant’s 
report setting the net worth of 
Miller and his wife at $260,730. 
President Johnson and Sen. 
Barry Goldwater, the GOP presi­ 
dential candidate, authorized the 
issuance of their financial state­ 
ments earlier. 
Humphrey said he also would 
give a public accounting of his 
finances as soon as an audit 
now under way is completed. 
Miller listed assets of $327,725, 
most of it in stocks and bonds 
and life insurance. He reported 
$39.686 in cash in four New York 
State banks and an investment 
account. 
He listed liabilities of $66,995 
in real estate mortgages and 
loans. 
Miller said at a news confer­ 
ence last night at Gary that the 
military draft could be ended 
within six months if Goldwater 
were elected president in No­ 
vember. 
Miller ignored President John­ 
son’s statement Saturday that

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Sacramento Fair 
Well Worth The 
Is 
Trip 


The 1964 State Fair is well worth 
the trip to Sacramento to see. 
Actually, with highway improve­ 
ments of recent years, the fair doesn t 
have to be as good as formerly to be 
worth the trip. The drive is so much 
faster, easier and more pleasant. But 
that isn’t what makes the trip worth­ 
while this year; it is simply that the 
fair is much improved. 
First and foremost, the county ex­ 
hibits seem to have taken a different 
tack. 
Instead of being a kind of modeling 
contest to see who can create the cut­ 
est scene from some product like dried 
raisins or fresh fruit, the county ex­ 
hibits mostly impart information of in­ 
terest and substance. 
There seems to be far more em­ 
phasis, among the county exhibits, on 
history and on recreation, both appar­ 
ently for the purpose of building vis­ 
itor traffic into participating counties. 
Marin County’s exhibit fits this pat­ 
tern well with history portrayed in the 
miniature Old Mill of Mill Valley, 
billed as the “ first saw mill of Califor­ 
nia.” Muir Woods’s redwood trees are 
the companion outdoor recreational 
attraction most emphasized. It’s effec­ 
tive, and all who contributed to its suc­ 
cess deserve a big bouquet. 
While we go along with the idea that 
dates should be deemphasized in his­ 
torical presentations, we do think the 
Old Mill display would have been en­ 
hanced by at least a reference to the 
date of its era. 


MARIN POLITICAL VIEWS 


Other Redwood Empire counties do 
themselves proud, too, with recrea­ 
tional. tourist-attracting presentations. 
You cannot walk through the coun­ 
ties exhibit building without being re­ 
minded of California’s emergence as 
an industrially-important state. And 
you can’t help being impressed by the 
industries represented in the exhibit 
of our neighboring county across San 
Pablo Bay—Contra Costa. 
California’s position as the No. 1 
agricultural state of the nation is still 
adequately represented. 
And some “ cow"’ counties that for­ 
merly had pretty crude displays now 
have exhibits prepared with profes­ 
sional effectiveness. 
The Hall of Flowers and the arts and 
crafts are comparable to the S p rin g 
Garden Show in Oakland and our own 
Marin Art and Garden Fair. 
The commercial buildings are 
stuffed with the usual abundance of 
foot massage devices, encyclopedia 
and Bible “ special offers,” and the 
gadgets that peel vegetables, etc. 
But among these standards are a 
scattering of rather interesting com­ 
mercial displays. 
And in the Women’s Building, dis­ 
plays include a scattering of works of 
religious art by 4-H Club girls and oth­ 
ers; a category we can’t remember hav­ 
ing seen emphasized for years. 
All-in-all it is, as we said in the be­ 
ginning, well worth the trip to Sacra­ 
mento. It will continue through next 
Sundav. 


Here Is Brief Look Of State 
Propositions Set For Ballot

Proposition 14, the i n it ia t iv e 
against fair housing, or forced hous­ 
ing (depending on whether you’re fer 
or agin it), is pretty well identified. 
But the 16 other propositions you'll 
face on Nov. 3 are not as well known. 
Space will permit only a brief listing 
of the 17 at this point, but details 
will be developed later. 
Proposition 1. The 150-mil----------- 
lion-dollar bond issue for parks 
and recreation. 
2. The 380 - million - dollar 
bond issue for site acquisition 
and building of state colleges 
and universities. 
3. The 260 - million - dollar 
bond issue to provide loans 
and grants to school districts 
for site acquisition and school 
construction. 
4. Veterans tax exemption 
amendment. It would restrict 
exemption to a veteran who 
was a resident of California 
either at the time of his entry 
into service or on effective 
date of adoption of this amend­ 
ment. However, a surviving 
widow or parent otherwise 
eligible now will not lose such 
eligibility. 
5. Veterans tax exemption 
for widows. Increases from 
$5,000 to $10,000 the amount

of property a widow may own 
and still get exemption. 


6. Retaliatory tax on out-of- 
state insurers. The amend­ 
ment would make California’s 
retaliatory laws apply to in­ 
surers from other states in 
the same manner the other 43 
states apply their laws to Cali­ 
fornia insurers. 


7. Public retirement funds. 
Provides that the legislature 
may authorize investment of 
monies of any public pension 
or retirement fund, except 
Teachers Retirement Fund, in 
stocks, shares or other obliga­ 
tion of any corporation. At 
present, the state is prohibited 
from becoming a stockholder 
in any corporation. 
8. Election of superior court 
judges. In Los Angeles County,

Provides that 
all counties (general law and 
charter counties alike), ex­ 
cept as provided by legisla­ 
ture, shall be subject to gen­ 
eral laws relating to super­ 
visorial district boundaries. 
10. State School Fund. Pres­ 
ent law requires that a “ per­ 
petual fund” be maintained for 
support of public schools. The 
fund is from sale of lands 
granted to the state by the 
U.S., estates of persons who 
died without a will or heir, 
and money granted by the 
U.S. for sale of land in the 
state. This would repeal the 
requirement for the “ perpetual 
fund.” 
11. County officers will be 
able to perform certain func­ 
tions for cities by county-city 
agreement, without having to 
go to the city electorate for 
approval. 
12. Property tax relief in 
event of disaster. Legislature 
may provide or authorize local 
agencies to give relief from 
property taxes on property lo­ 
cated in area proclaimed by 
the governor as a disaster 
area. 
13. Aimed to nullify Propo­ 
sition 16, the lottery amend­ 
ment. 
14. Prohibits any regulation 
on a person’s right to sell or 
rent residential property to 
anyone he chooses. This would 
nullify existing housing laws 
like Rumford Act. 
15. Would outlaw pay tele­ 
vision. 
16. Provides for state-wide 
lottery with monthly drawings. 
17. Railroad train crews. 
Would eliminate “ featherbed­ 
ding” practices on railroads.

The point is that none 
of them is there now. This is 
the meaning of Synanon: an 
association of FORMER dope 
fiends. 
I doubt very much that 
Roseanne Renick “ feels sorry 
for addicts.” This concession, 
meant to locate her on the 
side of the angels, is scarcely 
borne out by her attitude. You 
don’t feel sorry for someone, 
then kick him. But even if one 
did. Roseanne Renick’s “ con­ 
cern” would find few’ echoes at 
Synanon.

They do not 
tolerate addicts. The user who 
refuses to conform to the Syn­ 
anon rule of puritanical ab­ 
stinence is sent packing.

streets of Marshall with their 
illicit wares, luxury-loving pot 
smokers 
eschewing 
gainful 
employment to loll about their 
“ mansion” —all these are, in 
a sense, amusing to those fa­ 
miliar with Synanon’s pur­ 
poses and accomplishments. 
But one does not chuckle 
away the kind of action savor­ 
ed by Roseanne Renick fully 
armed with her Minute Man 
phone number. Before the cru­ 
sade recruit rings that num­ 
ber, he would do well to read 
“ So Fair a House” (Prentice- 
Hall), the story of Synanon 
by Dr. Daniel Casriel. There 
one can find laid out the con­ 
cept of self-help and moral 
stiffness practiced by Syna­ 
non.

NEW YORK-Robert Ken­ 
nedy’s nomination was a cer­ 
tainty, but his election as sen­ 
ator from New York is not a 
certainty. 
Kennedy has formidable as­ 
sets: abliity. name, prestige, 
name, money, name, and a 
tremendous talent 
at cam­ 
paign organization 
These are normally the in­ 
gredients of sure victory. And 
on top of them, Kennedy will 
be running under the banner 
of President Lyndon B. John­ 
son. 
who 
will 
undoubtedly 
sweep this state by a massive 
majority. 


RUT IT IS NOT a sure thing 
- certainly not at this stage. 
There are serious weaknesses 
underlying the Kennedy can­ 
didacy and he faces a popular 
and esteemed Republican sen­ 
ator in Kenneth Keating. 
Keating has formidable as­ 
sets: ability, prestige, a con­ 
structive moderate-to-liberal 
voting record, and a capacity 
to get things done in Washing­ 
ton. 
There is no doubt that Keat­ 
ing is going to need all the 
assets he can muster. Every 
sign points to Johnson’s win­ 
ning big in New York this fall 
and there will have to be 
wholesale ticket - splitting if 
Keating is to pull through. 
But all is not comfortable or 
rosy here in the Democrat ic- 
Kennedy camp. 
There 
are 
areas of quicksand lurking in 
several places. 


THE HEAD OF the Demo­ 
cratic Party, Mayor Robert 
Wagner, did not seek Bobby’s 
move to New York; he acqui­ 
esced in it. Many of the Demo­ 
cratic county leaders across 
the state still feel that Ken­ 
nedy’s nomination was im­ 
posed upon them, that the 
pressures to take him were 
simply beyond their capacity 
to resist for fear of political 
reprisals. They went along re­ 
luctantly. 
This creates a degree of 
lethargy', distaste and lack of 
enthusiasm which cannot fail 
to hurt the Democratic cause 
and will take all of Bobby’s 
skill to overcome. 
Further, there is evident dis­ 
affection among Democratic 
voters as well as among Demo- 


cratic leaders. The inveterate 
doorbell ringer for the Scripps- 
Howard newspapers, Samuel 
Lubell, finds that in some pre­ 
cincts of this overwhelmingly 
Democratic city more than a 
third of the Democrats he in­ 
terviewed are going to vote for 
Johnson and Keating. 


TYPICAL COMMENTS: 
“ Kennedy should run in his 
own state.” “ He wants to be 
president and is trying to be 
elected in his brother’s name.” 
Some feel that the carpet­ 
bagger argument will wear 
off. As far as it concerns the 
simple act of a distinguished 
national figure moving from 
one state into another in order 
to run for public office, par­ 
ticularly for the U.S. Senate, 
it it a weak argument. 
It 
would be good for the Senate 
and good for the states if this 
could happen more often. 


But this issue deeply and 
sincerely concerns many New 
York Democratic voters. Their 
attitude is not hostile to Rob­ 
ert Kennedy personally. Their 
concern 
is 
not 
exclusively 
against the idea of a qualified 
non-New Yorker running for 
office in New York. Adlai 
Stevenson 
would 
not 
have 
evoked the same adverse re­ 
action. Why? 


BECAUSE IT IS their feel­ 
ing that Bobby, after being 
turned down by Johnson for 
the vice presidential nomina­ 
tion. reached for the New 
York senatorial seat not pri­ 
marily for his interest in this 
state but primarily for his in­ 
terest in the White House as 
soon as it can be managed. 


Now it is no affront to any 
Kennedy to say that he always 
has his eye on the first prize. 
That is the innate training of 
this terrific 
Kennedy clan. 
And first prize in American 
politics is the presidency. 


There is certainly nothing 
improper about Robert Ken­ 
nedy’s seeking public service 
through the elective process. 
That’s good; that’s the way to 
do it. On this basis there is 
only one valid issue in the 
campaign: which one — Keat­ 
ing or Kennedy—will make a 
better U.S. senator for New 
York?

W ASHINGTON — Former 
Atty. Gen. Robert Kennedy is 
leaving a sputtering political 
time-bomb behind at the Jus­ 
tice Department. 


He is passing on to his suc­ 
cessor the decision whether 
the mysterious case of the 
“ missing funds” from Defense 
Secretary Robert McNamara’s 
office should be turned over to 
a federal grand jury for in­ 
vestigation and prosecution. 


SINCE THE CAREFULLY 
hushed-up scandal was acci­ 
dentally uncovered by the Gen­ 
eral Accounting Office, some 
quiet shifts in personnel have 
been made in the secretary’s 
office. 


According to the incomplete 
and still secret GAO report, 
certain specified Pentagon of­ 
ficials had access to McNa­ 
mara’s “ confidential funds” 
from which $40,000 is unac­ 
counted for and missing. 


The vigorous efforts of GAO 
investigators to make a mean­ 
ingful audit of these “ confi­ 
dential funds,” as authorized 
by Congress, have been block­ 
ed 
by 
McNamara 
on 
the 
grounds that national security 
is involved. 


HE IS OPPOSING the exam­ 
ination of the files since these 
secret funds are used for 
highly classified military proj­ 
ects and covert U. S. opera­ 
tions 
in 
foreign 
countries, 
including some of our most 
trusted allies. 


One unconfirmed report is 
that money from these “ con­ 
fidential funds” was used to 
“ pay off” persons in South 
Vietnam for their roles in the 
ouster of the late President 
Diem. Pentagon officials flatly 
deny this, but won’t open up 
their books for GAO probers 
to make an independent judg­ 
ment on this and other re­ 
ports. 


Although blocked from ob­ 
taining McNamara’s files, the 
GAO investigators have learn­ 
ed from other reliable sources 
in the Pentagon that one of the 
officials involved in the scan­ 
dal tried to return some of 
tho funds on the grounds that 
they were only borrowed for 
his private use. 


THIS OFFICIAL is reported 
ready to talk about the shock­ 
ing way these “ confidential 
funds” have been used over­ 
seas if immunity from prose­ 
cution is granted. 


The Justice Department was 
ordered by the White House to 
investigate the circumstances 
surrounding the “ missing 
funds” after GAO authorities 
threatened to report the whole 
affair to Congress. 


That’s where the case now 
stands.

WASHINGTON (ANS) - Offi- 
cials are still hopeful that in­ 
flation can be avoided in the 
months ahead, despite some 
worrisome signs. 
Economists at the White House 
and federal agencies are very 
much aware of the price in­ 
creases being posted with in­ 
creasing frequency in such in­ 
dustries as metals, chemicals, 
paper products. And they have 
their fingers crossed about the 
potential impact of the labor 
negotiations in the auto indus­ 
try. 
But they try to view these 
threats to the price stability of 
the past five years in the con­ 
text of the whole economy. They 
still see several basic reasons 
for doubting that a runaway 
wage-price spiral is about to de­ 
velop. 
Except in special cases like 


the aluminum nr copper indus­ 
tries. there’s still quite a bit of 
idle manpower and plant capac­ 
ity to be drawn upon before 
shortages develop and lead to 
higher prices. Industry has been 
spending heavily for new plant 
and is bringing it into operation 
almost as fast as production is 
rising So the per cent of capac­ 
ity being used is climbing only 
slowly and competition remains 
keen. 
Productivity is rising rapidly 
in many industries, by 3 to 4 per 
cent over all, according to some 
government estimates. Thi s 
means that in many cases high­ 
er labor costs are largely offset 
by greater output per man-hour. 
Wage increases are not ex­ 
pected to kick over all traces. 
The Auto Workers Union will get 
a fat package, but one held to 
workable limits by While House 


pressures. It’s doubted that car 
prices will go up significantly. 
In any case, fringe benefits and 
work s t a n d a r d s are being 
stressed, and such specific de­ 
mands are hard for other unions 
to imitate* Anyway, most don’t 
have the strength of the auto 
workers, and their employers 
don’t have the profits of the auto 
companies. 
A rising level of Imports pro- 
v i d e s additional competition. 
The flow from abroad is up 8 
per cent this year over 1963. 
Purchases of foreign steel, for 
example, hit a 7 million-ton a- 
year rate earlier this summer. 
Many businessmen are known 
to he reluctant to raise prices 
this late in the business upturn, 
with so much uncertainty as to 
what 1965 holds. They also fear 
the permanent loss of markets 
to lower-cost substitutes. 
Some of the price increases 
announced with such fanfare 
don’t stick. The list quotations 
may not be pulled back again, 
but they are often ignored. Note, 
too, that there continue to be 
price cuts. Only last week, some 
steel tubing came down 6 per 
cent. 
This does not mean that re­ 
ports of higher prices won’t con­ 
tinue to dot the business news 
But the experts say that isn’t 
necessarily bad. Prices should 
always be moving up — and 
down—in a frec-enterpri3e econ­ 
omy. The public’s willingness to 
pay higher prices for certain 


items is the means by which 
business is alerted to produce 
more of desired products and 
less of others. 
But, all factors considered. 
Washington would he surprised 
to see the critical wholesale 
price index of industrial items 
move up as much as 1 per rent 
by year-end. By contrast, dur­ 
ing the height of the post-war 
inflation, jumps of 3 to 6 per 
cent a vear were the rule.

PHILADELPHIA OJPl) - Take 
an ailing Willie Mays in a 4-for- 
35 batting slump and 0*10 in his 
last two games, suffering from 
a back injury, and what hap­ 
pens? 
He beats you. 


The wondrous one did just that 
yesterday to the Philadelphia 
Phillies when he scored the run 


in the eighth that gave the San 
Francisco Giants a 4-3 victory 
over the league leaders. 
Willie walked in the eighth 
with the score tied 3-3 and the 
electricity in the air seen be­ 
came apparent. He drew several 
throws from pitcher Jack Bald- 
schun until one got away from 
first baseman Frank Thomas. 
Thomas recovered the ball as 


Willie made the turn at second. 
There were three Phils covering 
third to head off Mays, but 
Thomas rifled his throw over 
their heads into the left field 
standi and Willie romped home. 
It made Giants Manager Alvin 
Dark, who insists his club still 
is in contention, shake his head 
and observe that “a 50 per cent 
Willie Mays is better than a lot 


of others at 150 per cent.” 
It made Phils Manager Gene 
Mauch shake his head and say

It was Dark who told how 
Willie insisted on playing after 
missing Saturday night’s game 


when the back he bruised in 
another of his “greatest” catches 
against the scoreboard Friday 
night gave him trouble. 
Willie explained before the 
game that the muscle bruises 
crept up on him Saturday. 
“ I wasn't going to play him,” 
Dark said, “but then he came up 
to me and said J gotta play.’ I

WENT DOWN

NEW BOOK 
The magnificent new book, 
out today, called “ Morehead on 
Bidding,” gives the correct play 
of dozens of hands in addition 
to discussing the correct way 
to bid. 
“ After ruffing his small dia­ 
mond in dummy,” Morehead 
points out, “ South should return 
to his hand via a club ruff and 
ruff his diamond king with the 
spade ten. 
Then he could lose only two 
hearts and the ace of trumps.” 
The book should be read only 
by players who want to win. 
Those who enjoy losing should 
stay away from it because they 
might accidentally learn some­ 
thing if they looked through it.
